This Year, He States, the Hospice 
Has Been Visited by About 
Five Thousand Tourists. 
Monks Lead Very 
Busy Life.

London, October 3!.—Amid the dreary, 


above the Jeve] of the sea, and near to 
live, year 


wino spend their youth and strength in 
the service of those whose ‘business 
obliges them to traverse the. dangerous 
pass between Italy and. Switzerland dur- 
ing the nine months winter. 

They are the fmonks of the world-fa- 
mous Great St. Bernard Hospice, whiten 
for nearly a thousand years has minis- 
tered to the wants of travelers. The 
provost of the hospice, M. Bourgeois, 
is at present in London, whither hé 
came accompanied by Father Jules Dar- 
bellay, also of tne hospice, to attend 
the Eucharistic congress. 

‘“T almost got lost in London today," 
he said. ‘I find your great city more 
bewildering than the paths of the Alps 
when the snow covers them, for those I 
know well.” 

The provost smiled at the suggestion 
that he should have brought one of the 
celebrated dogs with him as a guide. 
Though ais age borders on fifty years, 
he is quite youthful in appearance, and 
one finds it difficult to believe. that the 
vigorous cold and the r-wWfficulty of 
breathing the rarefied air frequently do 
permanent injury to the héalth of the 
monks who live in the hospice. Judging 
by the provost’s robust manhood, one 
would have no difficulty in recommend- 
ing the neighborhood of tne Great St. 
Bernard as a sanitarium. 

Always Plenty te De. 


“Yes, it is, perhaps, a healthy life,” he 
says, “‘to those of strong constitution. 
And it has its interests, though some 
mignt think them narrow. But we are 
we always ftnd plenty to do. 
passes, when the weather 
is fine, even in the winter, but we have 
travelers to entertain, and, perhaps, to 
succor. 

“The conditions of owr work at the 
hospice have changed wituin my own 
memory. Modern ‘science, which has 
everything, has not left even 
the great pass undisturbed. For twenty 
years and more the nospice has been 
connécted with the valley by telephone. 
So we always know when travelers are 
setting out, and we are able to meet 
them with the dogs. 

“We have fifteen dogs just now. We 
train “them ourselves, but they do ngt 
require mucn training; they seem to 
find their way through the snow, how- 

er thick it may ‘be, by instinct, and,

latever depth of snow may cover him. 

“The winter is long and very trying 
at first to those who come to us from 
the plains. Summer, as we call it, be- 
gins in July and ends before September 
is far advanced. But perhaps you would 
not call it summer at all. because fre- 
quently we have snowstorms in July, 
though the snow melts, except in the 
‘hollows of the pass, where it seems to 
be always. . Sometimes a party of tour- 
ists will start from the valley in great 
neat, the ladies wearing muslin dresses, 
and when they have climbed to the hos- 
pice the snow has been so blinding that 
they could scarcely find their way. Even 
in the summer we have garments ready 
for travelers, for one never knows what 
the weather may be in the pass, though 
it is smiling summer in the valley. 

Snowdrifts of Forty Feet. 


‘From September onward we are sur- 
rounded by snow. Around the building 
there are often 7 feet or 8 feet, and the 
drifts sometimes accumulate to ; the 
height of 40 feet. And it is very «old, 
in the early part 
of the year. 

“Many tourists come to us. This year 
I think we have welcomed about 5,000. 
We do our best to entertain them, and 
some of the monks play and sing yo 
them. Your king has been very good 
to us. It was forty years ago that he 
hestowed upon us a fine piano, and in 
1875 another was sent to us by his com- 
mand. We have a harmohium, too, 
wh was subscribed for by English 
friends, Gladstome and Manning among 
them. 

“Of poor travelers we have perhaps 
15,000 in the year. Many of tiem are 
workmen crossing the Alps in search of 
work. They are most, numerous in the 
spring, for in the agtumn, when they 
return to their own country, they have 
plenty of money arf they are able to 
take the train. We have many beds in 
the hospice. Eighty travelers would not 
incommode ws, and ‘we could give sheltér 
to thrge times as many. 

“You can imagine that when perhaps 
100 are making their way over, the pass 
during the days, as often happens in 
"February and March, we ‘have plenty 
to do. 

“And always,” added the provost, “we 
have the dead with us to remind us pf 
our duty to the living. Those who have 
perished in attempting the pass are 
placed in the morgue just as they died 
until thdéir friends claim their remains. 
But some are never claimed, and there 
are perhaps twenty stil in the morgue 
which is their only tomb.’’

DEATH RECORDS 
OF RAILROADS 


Twelve Months’ Report of Casu- 
allies in. England 


An racrease of Accidents to Railway 
"Employees Shown—Some Inter- 
sting Statistics in the Blue 
Book RHecently Issued 


for the Year 1907. 


Special Cable. 

London, October 3!.—Interesting fig- 
ures relating to the risks of railway 
travel in the United Kingdom are 
given in a. blue book containing the 
report for 1907 of Mr. G. R. Askwith, 
ef the railway department of the board 
of trade. 

Adding all classes of railway acci- 
dents together, the blue book gives the 
following figures: — 

Passengers and servants 
railways of the U. K, In 
injured, 8,811. 

In tén years previous, average 
1,160 killed and 6,765 injured. 

The increase among the injured 
mainly among railway servants. 

\ Above the Normal, 

It {& pointed out that the numbar of 
fatal accidents to passengers shews a 
decrease as compared with the two 
previous years, when the numbers were 
39 and 58 respectively. But these latter 
numbers were higher than those of 
any of the fifteen preceding years, and 
have only been exceeded twice in the 
previous thirty years—viz., in 1879 and 
1889. The average ianae of fatali- 
ties to passengers during the thirty 
years previous to 1907 was nearly 22. 

During the thirty years ending 1906: 

One passenger was killed in every 
40,300,000 journeys. 

One passenger was injured in every 
1,300,000, 

In 1907 the figures were: 

Killed, one in 70,000,000. 

Injured, one in 2,300,000. 

But these figures slightly exaggerate 
the actual risk, for Mr. Askwith points 
out that they take no account of the 
journeys of season ticket holders, the 
number of which has materially in- 
creased in recent vears. 

The actual -number of 
killed in train accidents was 18, !1 
of whom were killed in the disaster 
at ohrewsbury. Thirteen railway ser- 
vants weve killed in train accidents. 
These “mostly arise,” says Mr. Ask- 
with, “from the carelessness of the 
passengers themselves.” The numbers 
in 1907 were 102 killeg and 2,132 in- 
jured. The average for the previous 
ten years was !2! and 1,702. 

More Accidents to Railway Men. 

A large “apparent increase” in the 
number of non-fatal accidents to ral!- 
-Way servants apart from train acci- 
dents is accounted for in the Bluebook by 
® new order of the board of trade. ‘his 
requires non-fatal accidents to railway 
servants to be reported whenever they 
are such as to cause the person injured 
to be absent from his odrinary work 
for a whole day, at any time. In the 
previous order the criterion was absence 
preventing five hours’ work on any one 
of the three days following the acci- 
dent. Under the present system prac- 
tically al] the accidents previously re- 
ported are included, with the addition 
of those in which the injury onty 
causes cessation of work after three 
days or more. It is also pointed out 
that between 1904 and 1907 the num- 
ber of raflway servants has increased 
about 40,000. 

The number in this class were: 

Railway servants, etc., killed in 
441: injured, 5,577. 

In ten years previous, average of 452 
killed and 3,972 injured. 

FHighteen railway servants were killed 
and 757 injured in coupling acdidents. 
Of these only one was killed and one 
injured in a case where the vehicles 
had automatic couplings. 

The [02 passengers killed by 
dents, exclusive of train accidents.

Sixty Thousand Blacks. 


Johannesburg has, in proportion, a 
larger colored population than Wash- 
ing. Ithas 60,000 or 70,000 natives, made 
up of Kaefirs, Basutos and other 
negroes of this part of the world. The 
blacks are not aliowed to vote, and 
they have lUttle to do, except ase work- 
ers for the whites. They have far less 
tighte than our negroes, although they 
dress and look much the same. The 
Kafir here rides in @ separate car, a lit- 
tle open trailer, which is attached_to 
the rear of the trains for his accomo- 
dation. In going along the streets the 
negroes must keep off the pavements 
and walk only on the edge of the road- 
way or in the middie of the streets. He’ 
has his own churches and schools, and 
the whites expect him to keep to them. 

About the only muricipal positions 
that the dlacks have are as assistant 
policemen. They are dressed in uni- 
forms, and carry clubs, which are more 
like shillelahs than our police clubs at 
home. The Kafins also act as jinriksha 
men. They have little, victoria-like, two- 
wheeled carriages, in which they pull 
one about for I2 cents per mile, or 75 
cents per hour. The jinriksha men are 
mostly Zulus, ard they are among the 
queerest natives I have yet seen. They 
dress their hair in all sorts of ways, 
making it #tand out from their heads 
in great rolls or horns. Not a few of 


to their heads that they seem to grow 
there, the roots of the horns being hid- 
den in the-wool. These men wear 
breeches which reach helf way down 
the thigh, leaving the low part of 
the legs and feet bare. They” paint the 
bare portions with whitewash. 

The Unemployed Whites. 

Of the 90,000 whites in Johannesburg, 
about 60,000 are males and the re- 
mainder are females. In other words, 
there are about 20,000 more men than 
women, and a large part of the former 
are bachelors who have come here to 
seek their fortunes. Many Of tnese 
drifted in here at the time of the war 
and were soldiers in the Boer or Eng- 
lish armies. When peace was declar- 
ed the country wae booming, and for 


a while they found plenty to do. At 
that time Johannesburg was growing 
like a green bay tree. Many new builld- 
ings were going up, real estate values 
rose out of sight, and everything was

No Place for Americans. 


I do not think this4s a good place for 
Americans without capital. There are 
a large number of our skilled special- 
ists, such as mining and mechanical en- 
gineers, who do well, but even such 
men ehoul4 have a job contracted for 
before they start. This is no place to 
wait for a job. Indeed, I qgoubt if there 
is anywhere in the world where the 
bare neceseities of existence cost so 
much. Houses which would rent for 
$15 a month in any city of this size 
in the United States cost here from $25 
to $60 a month; and bachelor livings— 
that is, board and lodging—run from 
$25 to $50 per month per head. Cloth- 
ing is dearer than in our country, and 
as to such luxuries as drinks and 
cigars, the charges are enormous. Any 
kind of a bottle of ginger ale costs 25 
cents, and at the better restaurants the 
price of a Scotch highball is a half 
dollar. I have paid 26 cents for a smail 
giass of mineral water and 37 cents 
for a glase of lemonade,

I am stopping, are about the same as 
those of the best hotels of New York.

There are several 
thousand miles of railroad and there are 
a half dozen cities with great ports and 
costly improvements, The wonder is 
not that South Africa is hard up.

Renge of Lumber Market. 


“For many years the country at large 
has experienced great prosperity, by rea- 
son of which tne- yellow pine lumber 
mills have been taxed, to their capacity 
to rheet increasing demand in buildings, 
railroads and railroad equipment con- 
struction. Good gtanding timber obtain- 
able at 25 and 50 cents per acre years 
ago, by virtue of this demand, steadily 
rose until it reached in some instances 
$25. $35 and even $50 per acre, thus In- 
creasing the price of stumpage from a 
few cents per thousand feet to $8. per 
thousand feet and higher. 

“In some states growing timber has 
been increased in taxation to an alarm- 
ing extent, calling forth the protests of 
all fairly disposed opefators, but with- 
out avail. Forest fires, storms, increased 
expénses in logging and- increased 
wages, all combined with the above 
facts, necessarily enhanced lumber 
values. However, Mimber has not ad- 
vanced in greater (and tn some {n- 
stances in less) proportion than otaer 
industrial products. 

Per Capita Consumption. 


“Notwithstanding the statements fre- 
quently made, that the use of lumber in 
the United States is relatively decreas- 
ing because of the increase in the struc- 
tural materials, the fact remains tat 
the humber consumption per capita has

Jor this, he declares, Americans owe it 
to the Almighty to show equal progress 
in moral and in spiritual things. 

The proclamation follows: 


“By the President of the United 
Siates—-A Proclamation: Once again 
the season is at hand when, according 
to the ancient custom of-our people, ii 
becomes the duty of the president to 
appoint a day of prayer and of vharks- 
giving to God. 

‘Year by year, the ‘nation grows in 
strength and worldly power. During 
the century and a quarter that has 
elapsed since our entry into the circle 
of independent people we have grown 
and prospered tn material things to a 
degree never known before, and not 
npr known in any other country. The 
thirteen colonies which struggied along 
the seacoast of the Atlantic and were 
hemmed in but. a few miles west of tide 
water by the Indian-haunted wilder- 
have been transformeg into the 
mightiest republic which the world has 
ever seen. Its domaing stretch across 
the continent from one to the other of 
the two greatest oceans, and it exér- 
cises dominion alike in the arctic and 
tropical regions. The growth in wealth 
and population has surpassed even the 
growth in territory. Nowhere else in 
the world is the average of individual 
comfort and material well- -being as 
high as {n,our fortunate land.

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HOW TO GET RID 


OF PROHIBITION 


By Dr. John E.. White. 


I come now to perform the promise 
that I would point out the one and only 
way to get rid of the prohibition law 
in Georgia. I learned this secret by 
inguiring among a number of citizens of 
the state of Maine tast sunrmer. I 
asked one of them why it wae the peo- 
ple of Maine insisted on keeping their 
Prohibition law nailed ty the statute 
books. His reply was that the anti- 
prohfbitionists of Bangor and Portland 
were chiefly responsible for the Intense 
feeling of the people on that subject. 
“How is that?” I asked. “In Bangor 
and Portland,’ he answered, ‘‘there 
nave been a number of men who defied 
the will of the people and tried to 
break down the law by violating it. The 
effect has been to prejudice public sen- 
timent against Bangor and Portland, 
on account of these lawless-minded cit!- 
zens. They have come to be regarded 
by the people of Maine generally ae a 
set of criminals, barricaded behind mu- 
nicipal ward politics. The more, aow- 
ever, they violate the law and gend: ont 
reports that the law is a dead letter, 
the more the public conkelence of the 
state is resolved to hold on to the law 
that locates tais gentry where it be- 
longs—in the crtminal category. In a 
very real sense, however, this feeling 
against lawlessness in the two cities 
has stimulated the law spirit every- 
mhere in the state. The spirit of law 
and order in Maine, as you will find 
out by keeping your eyes open, comes 
nearer being as it is in Englang than 
in any otner state, 89 far as I have 
observed.’ The fight of the people against 
the gpirit of anarchy manifested in 
Bangor and Portland has kept the back- 
bone of Maine stiff against lawlessness 
and has educated the new generation in 
thie direction.” ’ 

Now, it seemed to me a bk of plain 
reasoning that if tne attack of lawless- 
nesg on the prohibition law is calcu- 
lated to stimulate public conscience 
and keep it organized in the determina- 
tion not to surrender it to lawlessness, 
then the one and only way for those 
who want to get rid of the law to 
secure a relaxation of the public con- 
science and thus secure tie repeal of 
the law, is by executing ht absolutely 
ad nauseam, or come as near to that 
as possible, 

This solution of the anti-prohibition 
problem is frankly tendered without @ 
doubt as to the soundness of its logic. 

If 1 was generalissimo of the anti- 
prohibition forces in Georgia I would 
order a stop put to this “fake argu- 
ment’ business that only irritates the 
intelligence of the people, and I would 
organize by all the resources at my 
command a law and order league and 
help to put the Ud,on so tight that 
Saraha would be a mill pond tn com- 


| parison. 


I have found it sometimes easier to 
get along with @ certain sort of sen- 
sible and honest anti-prohibitioniste 
than with a ceftain sort of prohibition. 
ists, and I, therefore, sympathize with 
the embarrassment of my anti-proihd bi- 
tion friends who are carrying the des- 
perate ‘handicap of a large criminal 
element, for wihich they are,. by al- 
liance, compelled to be responsible. The 
most vigorous current of prohibition 
sentiment running among the country 
people of Georgia at the present time is 
coming from the “fool and fanatic 
faction of the anti-prohibitioniete in 
Savanmah and Atlanta, who insolently 
and with crass stupidity are irritating 
the patriotic citizenship of Georgia by 
defiance of the law 'more or less open- 
ly, and by their sneaking efforts to 
do what the law prohibits by subter- 
fuge,. and slick court tricks and legal 
manipulation. Every intelligent anti- 
prohibitionist must see that this can 
only result in driving public conscience 
to the fixed point where “so help it 
God” it will resolve not to permit law- 
lessness to repeal:laws by the tactics 
of crime. Such a result is as natural 
in good citizenship as it is essential 
to a safe and sound democratic state. 
If any law can be repealed by deflance 
of. it on the part of those against 
its restraint is aimed, what be-

If ‘we are to have our 
Bangor and our \Porthand, we shall have 
our Maine. «ood citizenship, g00d 
democracy and moral patriotiam are not 
On the wane in Georgia; they are on 
the increase. By every inch of indus- 
trial progress and econoinic enlignht- 
ment; by every inch of educational ad- 
vancement and the every inch of re- 
ligioua and moral gain, the people ol 
Georgia are rising to.the place where 
they wll despise the cry trom below, 
that the law has ‘‘Diayed out,” and de- 
mand, in unmistakable sternness, that 
the law shail! be ‘‘played in.’’ 

If the anti-prohibitionists sincerely be- 
lieve that the public sale of whisky is 
@n advantage to the atate, that it aug- 
ments the public good, and contributes 
to the wweltare and prosperity of the 
people, then the ‘way to restore this de- 
Sirable factor of civilization is plainly 
marked out.

Engineer Baylor Will wras 
Map in Book Form on 
January i. 

A map of Greater Atlanta, printed in 
atlas form, will be issued by H. B.

Governor Patterson has taken the lead among state officials, and his 
prompt and effective measures in bringing to justice the murderers of Cap- 
tain Rankin will not only be everywhere commended, but will serve as a 
spur to other executives who have been slow to act. 

Now comes the emphatic declaration of President Charles 'S. Barrett that 
the Farmers’ Union, at its approdching convention in New Orleans, will vigor- 
ously deal with the subject of night riding. 

President Barrett acted promptly in attempting to scotch recently circu: 
lated rumors that the farmers’ Union condones the lawless acts of these 
orgaDized bands. ) 

“The union utterly condemns such scoundrelism,” he declared to an 
interviewer in New Orleans. “It repudiates the insinuation that it in any 
manner countenances their deeds. We have an economic fight to make, but 
it must be made in the open and within the law.” 

There is no uncertainty or evasion about this plain speech. 
straightout, unequivocal statement on the side of law and order. 

It should be followed at the coming New Orleans convention with the 
most emphati@ action possible, making it clear that there is no place in the 
union for any outlaw and that the membership will act promptly in turning 
over to the law any offenders, who come within their knowledge.

Not only are pedestrians and those using light vehicles placed tn danger 
by the scorchers, but the law-abiding autoists are menaced by threatened 
collisions and their grewsome consequences. 

Smart young chauffeurs and owners of forty and sixty horse-power ma 
chines annihilate the speed ordinances with an indifference fostered by too 
protracted police leniency. 

The great majority of Atlanta’s automobile owners observe the spirit 
of the speed laws, if they do not observe its letter, and compel their chauf- 
feurs to do likewise. But the effect of the tolerance shown toward the speed 
maniacs has been to bring the maledictions of an incensed public upon the 
heads of all automobilists. 

The streets and roads of Atlanta and Fulton county are for the use of 
all the people, and they should be protected in their rights. 

Fines alone for violations of the speed laws will not prove effective in 
curbing scorchers; where the law is violated, licenses should be positively 
revoked. .

The discovery has been the most sensational development In 
modern pedagogy. 

The work of the public schools and the advancement of pupils frequently 
suffers from this cause. Children with defective eyes or ears can no more 
hold the trying pace of the classroom than those who are insufficiently clad 


or poorly nourished. 

The influence of the physical body upon the training of youthful minds 
has been universally recognized by the addition of a physical instructor to 
the schools. The next and most logical step is to have as that instructor a 
man eguipped for the practice of medicine, and with the equipment necessary 
to make a careful and scientific examination of all pupils.

It is familiar history 
way congress passed the enabling act 
inaugurating, and why the people of 
the states ratified and adopted this 
amendment. But it is well enough 
to remember that this amendment op- 
erates only upon the people, oitizens 
of the United States, and does not op- 
erate upon the states themselves. Or, 
in other words, one state can still sue 
another state upon any right or cause 
of action which it has or may claim 
to have against it. Virginia is now 
Suing West Virginia, and with seeming 
Success, to compel the latter to assume 
and pay her just and proper proportion 
of the debt of Virginia in existence at 
the time West Virginia formed itself 
from her territory. Colorado and 
Kansas engaged in a most unique and 
tremendously important litigated con- 
troversy over the waters of the Arka _.

THE PRICE TO BE ADVANCED 


Farmers’ Union, With 2,000,000 
Membership, and Southern Bus- 
imess Men to Cooperate in 
Ratsing Price of South’s 
Staple—Pians of the 
Oon ference. 


The action of the railroads in grant- 
ing a round trip rate of one fare, plus 
25 cents, from every point in the south 
to New Orleans for the Farmers’ Union 
congress to meet In that city on No- 
vember I!, indicates that this gather- 
ing will be one of the most important 
commercial and industrial conferences 
in the history of the south. 

The conference, as planned by Na- 
tional President Charles S. Barrett, is 
unique in nature and unprecedented in 
scope, In his initial call, sent out sev- 
eral days ago, he announced that o 
primary purpose of the meeting would 
be the devising of measures to ad- 
vance the price of cotton throughout 
the south, and to hold it to a legitimate 
level for the remainder of the selling 
ecason, 

To this end he summoned not only of- 
ficers and members of the unton to New 
Orleans, but 
invitation to bankers, manufacturers 
and business men generally. President 
Barrett takes the broaqg position that 
the business interests of the south are 
as vitall; concerned in a proper price 
for cotton as .are the planters them- 
selves, since the figure which the staple 
brings is a direct barometer of the 
prosperity of this section 

Hig call has been vigorously indorsed 
and industriously distributed by presi- 
dents and officers of the various state 
divisions in the south. As a result, 
edvices receiveg at President Barrett's 
headquarte®@s in Union City. Ga., and 
a" the headquarters of the state organi- 
zation bring assurance of a large at- 
tendance of members of the union at 
New Orleans. 

The appeal has been successful, a!so, 
fn enlisting the interest of business 
men throughout the south, and it is 
probable the commercial interests of 
every southern state will be well rep- 
resented at the open meeting that is 
to follow the executive session of the 
union on the /ith. 

‘What the Conference Means 


In communications subsequently Is- 
sued to union members and to the press 
of the south generally, President Bar- 
rett has emphasized the significance of 
the projected conference, * 

He has shown that the entire ma- 
chinery of the organization, containing 
more than 2,000,000 members in the 
south alone, will be thrown back of the 
movement to advance the price of the 
staple, The union is organized strong- 
ly in every southern state, and in the 
more important districts of the cotton 
belt it is said to control 60 per cent of 
the annual yield. 

A large number of the state and local 
organizations own and maintain ware- 
houses, in which the cotton of members 
is stored. 

President Barrett has pointed out in 
Bis various appeals that the Farmers’ 
Union is the only organization in the 
southern states so thoroughly equipped 
and systematizeg as to lend force and 
practicability to an effort to advance 
the price of the south’s staple. Con- 
certed action among its more. than 
2,000,000 members, each a bona-fide pro- 
dueer of cotton, should, with the co- 
Operation of the business interests of 
the section, result in the successful 
consummation of the campaign to be 
brought to a focus at New Orleans. 

Associated Press dispatches from New 
Orleans, where President Barrett has 
been for the last few days arranging 
the details of the coming conference, 
announce his intention of bringing the 
subject of night riding before the mem- 
bers, to the eng that such action will 
be taken as will permanently place the 
ban af the union mn this form of out- 
lawry. i 

In view of the fact that the confer- 
ence at New Orleans will bring the 
growers and business men of the south 
together in a degree unprecedented 
éince the era of reconstruction, officials 
of the union are extremely sanguine 
over the salutary effect of this meet- 
ing upon commercial conditions 
throughout the southern states.

land owners Were to receive, I was 
not satisfied with the answer because 
that was the very thing we objecteg to, 
namely, the grogsly inaaequate cem- 
pensation to the land owners, which 
was the real complaint. 

Roosevelt Dented the Indians.

OPENING OF NEW CLUB } 
PROVES A GREAT EVENT 


From midday until midnight Satur- 
day, the Mechanical and Manufactur- 
ers’ Club of Atlanta, on the seventeenth 
floor of the Candler building, was the 
center of attraction for the 400 char- 
ter members of Atlanta’s newest and 
what seems destined to be one of her 
most representative clubs, for it was 
“opening day.” 

The efforts directed toward accom- 
plishing the organization of a club, 
devoid of. political or social features in 
the commonly accepted sense, bore 
fruit, and when the club was opened 
it was @ success, ang nothing but 
praise was heard on all sides. 

To begin with, the club is composed 
exclusively of men connected with 
mechanical manufacturing concerns, 
the members of the engineering pro- 
fession and chemists. 

In order to gecure the commodioys 
accommodations i{t occupies, the club 
took an extended lease on two-thirds 
of the top floor of the Candler build- 
ing with an option on the rest. Two- 
thirds has been converted into club 
rooms, and four more rooms will be 
taken over this week to accommodate 
the membership. 

Once inside the door, the member is 
impressed with the splendid elegance 
of the furnishings.

while ‘over each is drawn a handsome 
lace curtain. 

The corner of the building overlook- 
ing the intersection of Peachtree anda 
Houston street ig the general recep- 
tion hall. It is furnished in heavy mis- 
sion style furniture. Opening out of 
this room toward Pryor street is the 
billiard room, with two tables mounted 
in: mission.
